He then counts up his own 
indebtedness and ^pnte it opposite his 
name in the book, including the ' 'nip,'' 
or a cigar, if he prefers that: He then 
walks serenely out, knowing no proprie- 
tor is glaring at him and. no cashier 
yelling for hira to come back and make 
the cash register good. 


This sort of childlike, simplicity in 


running a business in the very heart of 
a city filled with bunkoers, green goods 
men and gold bricks without number 
is said to bo a winning venture. Cus- 
tomers invariably settle weekly, Friday 
and Saturday being' pay days, .and the 
proprietor says he has as yet to lose a 
bill through deliberate, fraud. A little

After Commenting ou the 


ridiculous itfcas advanced, it goes on 
and .reviews the constitutional pro- 
visions for granting the right of State- 
hood and asserts that there is no peace- 
ful method under the law through 
whicha State can be legislated out of 
thb. Union or deprived of any of its 
sovereign rights. The following is the 
conclusion of the article : 


"It is enough for the people of a sis- 


ter State to battle year after year with 
disheartening conditions, and in scant 
and" diminishing numbers take upon 
their shoulders the heavy burdens of a 


, government designed for a hundred 


times, their aggregate, without being 
ridiculed for their poverty, satirized 
for their independence, denounced for 
their courage and threatened with the 
revocation of their sovereignly. It is 
taunts like these that are occasionally 
aimed at the people of Nevada from be- 
yond the Rockies. They are as unjust 
as they are ungenerous. .Because her 
votes were required in Congress, Ne- 
vada was invited into the Union in 
1864, when her people were too few to 
entitle her, according to general ap- 
portionment, to a representative in the 
lower house. The-.loyalty of her peo- 
ple was boundless. In no empty phrase 
thej. pledged to the support of the I 
Government "the wealth of their hilhi' 
the strength of their arms and the] 
loyalty of their hearts." They gave to 
the Sanitary Fund until their contri- 
butions-drew plaudits from the East, 
and the hundreds of millions Umely 
wrenched 
from the mines by their 


brawny arms assisted largely in main- 
taining the credit of the Government. 
Whether she has 50,000 or 500,000 peo- 
ple now, Nevada has earned her right 
to Statehood, and the few brave people 
who are holding up her hands are enti- 
tled to something more cheering than 
words of reproach. 


"And now let it be Baid that Nevada 


is in no danger of passing back to a Ter- 
ritorial condition. Her resources are 
vast, and of her future there can he no 
doubt. Her mineral fields are almost 
limitless in extent, and her agricultural 
and grazing lands are measured by the 
millions of acres. She is comparatively 
free from debt, and her expenses of 
government have been reduced to ac- 
cord with her diminished revenues. 
Her School Fund, with millions- of 
acres of land yet in reserve to swell it, 
is probably larger in proportion to the 
number of her1 people than that of any 
other State in the Union, and her 
schools, churches and public charities 
are sustained with a liberality charac- 
teristic of a people who have rot 
learned the value of a nickel. It is a 
mistake to imagine that the hopes of 
the State .are sepulchered in the ex- 
hausted levels of the Gomstoek, There 
^is mineral wealth in every mountain in 
Nevada, and a market for the products 
of the farm is all that is required to 
fill the valleys of the State with 
reapers and clothe the neglected plains 
in green. Not far in the future Nevada 
may be depended upon to astonish the 
world with the extent and variety of 
her agricultural as well as mineral 
products. Meantime her stout-hearted 
people will find no difficulty in keep- 
ing her sovereign head and shoulders 
above water." 


Judge HolmaD, who died in Washing- 


ton last Friday, next to Senator Mori-ill 
of Vermont, was the oldest man in 
Congress in point of -service. Ho was 
elected to .Congress in 1856 from In- 
diana and served continuously with the 
exception of the XXXIXth, XLVth, 
XLVIth and LTVth Congresses. His 
total service in the House being, twen- 
ty-eight years. He bad been in office 
almost continuously since he was 21 
years old. He was Judge of Probate 
from 1843 to 1846. He was prosecuting 
attorney from 1847 to 1849, a member cf 
tke Constitutional Convention in 1850, 
a member of the Legislature in 1851 
and a Judge of Common Pleas from 
1852 
to 1856, when he;was elected to

THE CZAK HUNTS THE TUBE. 


The real cause of the trouble between 


Turkey and Greece does not appear in 
the newspaper dispatches nor in the 
diplomatic correspondence, a promi- 
nent writer for a Chicago paper at 
Washington states. It is the determ- 
ination of the Czar to crush the Suftan 
and add the Ottoman Empire to Bussia. 
The apparent^cause, however, is the in- 
terference of Greece in the domestic 
affairs of Crete, which is a province of 
Turkey, and may be described as the 
Cuba of the Mediteranean. There are 
many points of resemblance between 
the Cubans and the 
Cretans, and 


Greece stands to the latter in a relation 
similar to that we occupy to Cuba. If 
our Government should show the same 
sympathy and offer the same encour- 
agement to the Cuban Revolutionists 
that the Greeks have given to the re- 
bellious Cretans we might be in a war 
with Spain. The frequent revolutions 
in Crete have -usually been organized 
in Greece, as those in Cuba have been 
organized in the United States, but the 
Greek Government has not pretended 
to enforce the neutrality laws. On the 
contrary, it has openly sought the an- 
nexation of the island, to which it 
claims a title running back many cen- 
turies to the time when Greece was a 
powerful nation. 


Last year the massacres in Armenia 


were incited by Russian intrigue, with 
the expectation that they would end in 
the dissolution of Turkey, but the 
Sultan 'conducted himself with such 
skill and diplomacy that ha was able to 
crawl ont of the trouble. He saved 
himself from punishment by "bluffing" 
all the rest 0* Europe. The revolution 
of Crete is believed by diplomatists to 
have originated in a similar manner, 
with the same motives, for the same 
object, and Greece is supposed to be 
the decoy which Russia is nsihg to in- 
volve Turkey in a war in which" sooner 
or Utter the Gear will take a hand.

Chairman ijfcclc of the Board of Com- 


missioners Seeks Information and Hie 
City Council Graciously.'ItopHos. 
At tbe meeting of the Oily Council 


two weeks "ago Mr. Beck -presented a 
series 
of interogatories concerning 


matters on which the Board of Com- 
missioners and the City Council might 
clash in authority. The ..Councilman 
received tbe queries and promised to 
giv« them due consideration. . Last 
evening at. a meeting of'the Council 
the following, answers to Mr. Beck's 
questions in detail were read and filed 
with the Clerk : 


Question—"Where -does county and 


town begin ? 


Answer—At the' territorial 
limits 


fixed by the Act incorporating Beno. 


Question—Iron bridge falls down> 


who pays to replace or repair ? 


Answer—The co'anty. The Truckee 


river is a meandered stream by U. S, 
surveys and the bridge is county prop- 
erty, the same as the court house. It 
s not a street or an alley. 
» 


Question—Bridge over Mill ditch 


Virginia street, who keeps in repair ? 


Answer—Th'e city. It is a .part of 


the street 
and 
merely incidental 


ihe?eto. 


Question—Tramp comes to Eeno and 


steals. Who prosecutes f Is 
found 


guilty and sent to jail. What jail and 
who pays board ? 


Answer—Larceny is a statutory of- 


fense and the prosecution would be by 
the State and the imprisonment would 
have to be in the county jail at the ex- 
pense of the county. 


Question—Who maintains the two 


parks ?. Who collects rent of C. C- 
park ? 


Answer—The city, by virtue of sub- 


division third of section 17 of the In- 
corporated Act. 


Question—Who pays expense of in- 


digent sick in Reno ? If sent to the 
hospital who pays for keeping ? 


Answer—The county. The indigent 


poor or sick are 
county charges, 


whether situated in Eeno or any-school 
district in Washoe county. 


Question—If bridge over the English 


Mill goes down who pays for repairs ? 


Answer—We know of no bridge over 


the English Mill. If a bridge over a 
ditch within the city limits is meant, 
it is a part of a street or alley arid 
should be kept in repair by the city. 


Question—If a citizen commits a 


nuisance, who pays for the prosecu- 
tion ? If ho is sent to jail, who feeds 
him ? If he pays a fine in addition to 
jailing, what fund gets the coin ? . 


Answer—If the nuisance is a statu- 


tory one, the county pays. If it is a 
nuisance by ordinance, the city pays. 
If statutory, 'the fine goes into the 
school fund. If it is an ordinance 
nuisance, the fine goes into the Beno 
General Fund under Section 19 of In- 
corporation Act. 


Question—If money is to be paid 


out for E. E., tickets to.transport Eeno 
indigents, what fund shall it come from, 
county or town ? 


Answer—There are no Eeno iadi- 


gents. All indigents in Washoe county 
wherever situated are county indigents 
and are under the exclusive superin- 
tendence of the County Commissioners 
by virtue of the provisions of Section 
1981 of the General Statutes. It is 
illegal to pay public funds to transport 
indigents. Snch expenditures, by Com- 
missioners' are unauthorized by law, 
and if the transportation is to another 
county in this State, such expenditure 
is punishable by a fine, under the pro- 
visions of Section 1991 of the General 
Statutes. 


Question—If land is to be condemned 


and paid for, fora new street—out of 
what fund, county or town ? 


Answer—The city. All cases of con- 


demnation are fully provided for by a 
special Act of tho Legislature,.found 
on page 26 of the.Acts of 1897. 


Question—W ho pays for water for 


the parks ? 


Answer—It is a charge against the 


city, bdcause the parks are city prop- 
erty. 


Quesition—Of tho eight persons com- 


prising the two Boards, how many can 
answer tbe above questions to their 
own satisfaction ? 


Answer—The members of the City 


Council can either readily auswer them 
or easily procure satisfactory answers. 
It is not acquainted with tbe state of 
mind of the Commissioners ori the 
subject. 


Question—How many of 
bur five 


thousand citizens can answer them? 


Answer—The City Council thinks it 


necessary to have a census taken in 
order to answer this question. . 


Question—How is the County Audi- 


tor to balance his account with the 
County Treasurer after he has charged 
the Treasurer with direct taxes col- 
lected on real estate in Eeno ? 


Answer—The Auditor merely extends 


the roll. The' fiscal accounts will be 
between the City Clerk and the City 
Treasurer. 


Question—If it is decided that tho 


county will have to pay the, expenses 
of prosecuting vagrants, petty thieves, 
and other criminals, what is meant ,by 
subdivision 10 of page 54 of Powers of 
Board? 


Answer—The county will pay all ex- 


penses of prosecution and imprison 
ment for statutory offenses. The city 
will pay for expenses of prosecutions 
rind imprisonment for violations o 
ordinances! City criminal ordinances 
and prosecutions will be confined to 
purely 
police matters. Tho subdi- 


vision referred to has no reference to 
prosecutions.

make other arrangements, proving that 
its use as a water supply will not incon- 
venience or endanger the health of that 
part of town through which it runs. 


The Board of County Commissioners 


was invited to appear and consult over 
matters, but only pne member. Mr, 
Beck, appeared, and , no action waa 
taken.
